World-Wide Scarcity of Beef. 


| 
The more the beef problem is investigated the 
more evident does it become that the only hope for 
Jower prices lies in home production of cattle. Prof. 
W. J. Kennedy, of the agriculttiral extension depart- 
ment at the State college of IdWa, who has recently 
made an exhaustive study of this subjéct; finds that 
in only two countries, France and Argentina, has the 
production of beef kept pace with the growth in pop- 
ulation. There is thus a world-wide demand, with a 
steadily dwindling supply. : 

In the United States, as Prof Kennedy shows, the 
supply of beef cattle decreased sixteen million be- 
tween 1907 and 1913, while the country’s population 
increased ten million. Furthermore, to quote the 
Louisville CourterJournal’s summary of his report: 
“Between 1906 and 1912 our exports of live cattle fell 
off about ninety-three per cent and our exports in 
fresh beef decreased ninety-seven per cent. Our im- 
ports of live cattle increased from twenty-six thou, 
sand head in 1906 to three hundred and twenty-six 
thousand in 1912. In December, 1908, the reserve 
stock of beef in the coolers of this country amounted 
to two hundred and sixty-five million, five hundred 
thousand pounds; in 1910 it had diminished to ome 
hundred and thirty-five million pounds; and in 1912 
it was estimated at only thirty-five miJlion pounds.” 

In the light of such evidence there is no occasion 
for surprise at the steadily soaring prices of beef; 
and when we reflect that the relative scarcity of beef 
is almost worldwide, there is no prospect of cheaper 
living, so far as this staple is concerned, unless ‘le- 
raising on our farms is given more attention. 

The new tariff law, by placing meat on the free 
list, will go far toward ending purely artificial in- 
creases, that is to say increases imposed by monop- 
olistic combinations. Free imports of beef will re- 
store normal competition and to~that extent be of 
distinctive value. Were it not for the fact that most 
other countries are suffering from beef shortage, 
just as is the United States, the removal of the tariff 
would perhaps well-nigh solve the problem. But, as 
Prof. Kennedy observes, “Europe is meat hungry 
and will bid against our country for the surplus 
meat of Argentina, Australia and other exporting 
“countries.” 


There is, indeed, but one assurance against a beet 
famine in the United States, a time when the price of 
steaks and roasts will be beyond the income of the 
average family. That assurance is the wonderful 
natural resources, especially in the South, for cattle 
production. If every American farm raises a few 
head of cattle a year, the country will be abundantly 
supplied with beef despite the rapid growth in pop- 
ulation. 

In no other section are the opportunities for ¢at- 
tle raising so fertile as in the South. We have thou- 
sands of idle acres, on which great ranches could be 
established. But better still, we'have-an equable 
climate “and a “wealth of native grasses that make 
cattle raising on the small farms easy and inex- 
pensive. 

There are cheering indications that Southern 
farmers and, particularly Georgia farmers, are awak- 
ening to their rich opportunity in this regard; to 
the extent that they do, they will be more prosperous 
and the beef problem of the entire country will be 
nearer solution.

So far, 
however, but few salmon have been canned on the 
Asiatic side. “f 

To one who has never witnessed these annual runs 
It is almost an impossibility to convey an adequate im- 
pression of the countless numbers of fish that swim 
in from the sea in the late spring and summer, all im- 
bued with the same desire—to gain suitable grounds 
in the upper reaches of the rivers, some of which are 
from 1,600 to 2,500 miles in length, where they may 
perpetuate the species. No obstacle appears to be too 
great to be surmounted in this. feverish rush. Jump- 
ing falls, shooting rapids, dodging nets, bears, birds, 
mink, otter and other enemies, fighting with other 
males, whom the near approaching of the breeding sea- 
son renders especially savage—all these are taken as 
a matter of course. And yet one sometimes wonders 
if the heroic struggle is worthily repaid, for the mo- 
ment of victory is also the moment of death, as, sad 
to relate, these valiant voyagers can breed but once 
and then must die, their wasted bodies, which have re- 
ceived no nourishment since leaving salt water, be- 
coming the prey of any prowling bear or carrion bird 
who may chance upon them. Why these fish should 
all die after spawning still remains one of the great 
unsolved mysteries of the scientific world.—From “The 
Salmon Fisheries of the Pacific,” in the December Wide 
World Magazine.

The United States was somewhat of a 


laggard 
among the more progressive nations in the establish. 


ment of a parcel post service, in spite of the fact that 
without exception the system worked weil wherever jt 


was tried out under reasonably good auspices. Eng. 
Jand established its parcel post system in 1883. 1, 
makes direct contracts with the railroads to handle 
parcels for the service much after the fashion of the 
express company contracts in the United States. Since 
1904 the law has provided that the contracts with the 
railroads may be terminated by either party upon a 
twelve months’ notice, but neither side has yet seen 


fit to serve such notice. 
cee 


The English railroads, under these contracts, are 
bound to carry any parcel tendered by the postmaster 
general or his agents, and they are allowed 55 percent 
of the postage on the parcels carried as their eom- 
pensation for carrying them. Each “rail-borne” pack. 
age is listed at the end of the journey, and the post- 


office department makes regular remittances to the 
London Railroad Clearing House committee of the 
amounts due the railroads. 

’ see 


There is a flat rate in the English parcel post sys- 
tem instead of a series of zone rates as applies in this 
country. The one pound rate is 6 cents, and the 
eleven pound rate, the maximum weight allowed, is 22 
cents a pound. With the flat rate it has been found 
in England that the parcel post cannot compéte with 
private enterprises, or with the railroads themselves, 
in the handling of short distance business. It. thére- 
fore, happens that in England the parcel post is bur- 
dened with all of the unremunerative long-haul pack- 
ages, while it fails to get the remunerative short-haul 
business. The government has established motor van 
parcel post service out of many of the bigger cities 
finding it cheaper haul the parcels by public high- 
way than to pay the railroads 55 per cent of the post- 
age. One of the longest of these motor van runs is 
between London and Birmingham, and another is be- 
tween Bristol and London, each of these routes being 
over 100 miles. 

eee 

The parcel post system is regarded as popular in 
England, and yet withal it is by no means as much 
made use of as in the United States. Where, during the 
first year of the system in our own country we are 
handling parcels at the rate of over 600,000,000 annual- 
ly, in England, or, more properly ‘speaking, in the 
whole United Kingdom, only 118,000,000 parcels were 
handled in 1910, twenty-seven years after its organiza- 
tion. The English railroads carry all but 18 per cent 
of the parcels handled by the postal service. 

eee 

In Germany the rone system exists substantially 
as we have it in the United States. The weight limit 
is fixed at 100 pounds. For any package up to eleven 
pounds the rate is 6 cents for the first forty-six miles, 
and 12 cents for any destination outside of the forty- 
six mile zone. For packages weighing more than eleven 
pounds there is an extra charge for each additional 2.2 
pounds.- In the first zone of forty-six miles this 
amounts to a fraction over a cent, for the second zone 
of forty-six miles it is double the first zone rate, and 
for the third zone of 139 miles it is double the second 
zone rate. The zones lengthen as their number in- 
creases, while the rate increases 1 1-5 cents with each 
additional zone the parcel travels. All packages trav- 
eling ‘more than 691 miles take a uniform rate of 12 
cents for the first eleven pounds and 12 cents for 
each additional 2.2 pounds. This provision seems a 
little inconsistent, since under it a person might send 
an eleven pound package for 12 cents, where it would 
cost 24 cents to send a twelve pound package. 

eee 

Under the German system, parcels may be regis- 
tered for 5 cents extra, and those weighing up to 
eleven pounds may be sent postage collect for a fee of 
2 1-2 cents. Insurance is given for the safe delivery! 
of packages for a fee of 12 cents for every $71.40 of 
valued declared. Bulky goods shipped by parcél post 
take a rate one and ahalf times the regularrate. Pack- 
ages are regarded as bulky when any dimension ex- 
ceeds five feet, or where the weight is out of propor- 
tion to the-space required. There are numerous pro- 
visions in the German system about the delivery of 
packages to addressées, such as the provision that 
packages weighing more than eleven pounds must be 
called for at the receiving office by the addressee. 

eee 

The Germans are more concerned about safe ant 
uniform dispatch of the parcels handled in the mail 
than in quick delivery, so they provide a fee of 
cents for such packages as seek to go through on the 
fastest trains and which need to be delivered by special 
messengers. As the gcvernment owns and operates 
the railroads, no agreement with them is necessary 

see 

In France the rajlroads look after the parcel post 
business for the government. They agree, for a fes of 
10 cents each to handle all parcel post packages up (0 
6.6 pounds in weight, between any two points in the 
republic. For parcels ‘of from 6.6 pounds up to i! 
pounds the rate is 13 1-2 cents. This remuneration in- 
cludes all transportation charges. If a person sending 
a package by parcel post wishes it delivered directly 
to the sender he may have this extra service by the 
payment of an extra fee of 5 cents, provided the ad- 
dressee lives at a place where there is a railroad ste- 
tion or an agent. Where the railroads have no direct 
communication between two points they guarantee 19 
transport the parcels by highway. Where the posto!- 
fice turns over parcels to the railroads for transporta- 
tion to their destination, the railroads must pay the 
govenment a fee of about 1 cent. Also, where the rall- 
road delivers a package to the addressee through the 
postoffice, the postmaster exacts a fee of a cent from 
the railroad for the service.

Another class of packages carried by the railroads 
as the representatives of the government are thos 
weighing from eleven to twenty-two pounds, For 
livery at the railroad station of the addressee the 
charge is about 24 cents; for delivery at the domicile 
of the addressee it is about 29 cents. For every pack- 
age of this class mailed at « postoffice the railroad 
must allow the postoffice 5 cents for the 
package to the station.

In Austria there is a packet post with a limit of 
eleven pounds, and a freight post with a limit of 110 
pounds, although these limits are not generally ob- 
served, the rule being to accept anything that may be 
handled with the postoffice facilities. The zone sys- 
tem in effect in Austria is much “the same as that in 
the United States. The rate for each 2.2 pounds—re- 
membering that .n Austrian hellar is worth about 1-5 
of a cent—is 6 hellars for the first zone, 12 hellars for 
the second, *24 hellars for the third, and so on. The 
first zone is the area within forty-six miles of the 
sending postoffice, the second zone, 230 miles, the third 
461 miles, and the fourth 691 miles. There are extra 
fees for insurance, cumbersome packages, return card 
receipts, and for two degrees of urgency.

Chile has a Parcel post service that handles 6.6 
pounds for 17 cents, and packages up to eleven pounds 
for 22 cents. In China the limit is twenty-two pounds 
and the rate vartes from 15 cents for a one pound pack- 
age to $1 for a twenty-two pound package. Addres: 
receipts: are furnished the sender for 5 cents extra 
Special delivery may be had for a fee of 19 cents, In 
Denmark the rate increases according to the number 
of pounds, beginnig for 6 cents for a five pound 
package and rising to $ cents for an eleven pound 
package.
